As to independent claim 1 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason 
that the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails discloses or render 
obvious a light grid comprising all the specific elements with the specific combination 
including of the control unit assigns a separate bit word to each beam axis, each 
separate bit word including at least a first bit and a second bit, wherein the beam axes 
are divided into a number of predetermined regions via at least one first bit of the bit 
words, the object detection mode within a region of number of predetermined regions 
being preset bv selecting the bit value of at least one second bit words of the beam 
axes within the respective region of the number of predetermined regions in 
combination with the rest of the limitation of claim 1 .
